Why Secretary of War Taft Was 
Thirty Minutes Late to Dinner. 


St. Petensavuc, December 6. 
~ The tardiness of Secretary Taft in arriv- 
jng tthe dinner given in his honour of 
Iswotsky, “which at the time occasioned 
comment has been given a_ humorous turn 
by the explanation offered for the delay. 

Although the dinner party had assombled 
at the appointed hour and many distin 
guished officials, including Premier 
Stolypin, Finance Minister Kokovsoff and 
War Minister Gen. Rudiger, cayerly 
awaited tho {arrival of tho distinguished 
American guest, a lung while olapsed 
before any word came from him. 

Finally the hostess, Mime, Iswolsky, ial 
though exercising her best tact to tide 
over the rathor uncaseful dolay, at length 
beenme anxious leyt Secretmy ‘Taft had 
mixunderstood the hour. 

The chef, too, meanwhile sew iuipatient, 
and the delay becamo embannssing, espe- 
cially. as the big diplomatic reception had 
been set to follow immediately after the 
hanquet, nevessitating complicated array e, 
ments for the evening's entertainment. 

Eventually Minister Iswolsky resolved to 
telephone Sceretary Taft's hotel in order 
to learn thy enuse of tho delay. In the 
politost possible messago Secretary Taft 
replied that there was no mistake about tho 
hour, but that he was unavoidably détain- 
ed. Shurtly afterwards, he arrived at the 
dinner~just thirty minutes late—yhich 
passed off most pleasantly, 

It has just heen learned that ‘the cause 
of the secretary's delay lay in an entertain- 
ing incident illustrative of tho discomforts 
of travel, although. it was.the only case of 
ill luck encountered during the long tour 
around the world. 

The secretary and his party took their 
places in the American embassy’ carriages 
“at the botel at tho proper time to arrive at 
tho banquet hall nt the appointed hour, 
Searecly had the horses ‘provreded a dozen 
paces, however, when the onder was given 
to turn about and return to the hotel,

4 JAPANESE ‘COMPLAINT. 


Manchuria And Bini 0 Goods. 


Faces papers complain of injuution 
regarding the opening of tha Customs in 
Manchuria. It is pointed out that tho 
Government ‘notilied to the 
Japanese Government that tho Chinese 
Customs House in North Munehuria was 
opened on August 7th Inst, shortly after 
the opening of the Tairen Custotns on July 
Ist. As a matter -of fact, the Customs 
House in North Manchuria js not opened 
yet, the Russian and Chinese authorition 
having only come tu an agreement as 
to the opening. Thoy aro still i in dispute 
on the queston of ‘the tariff, In-these 
goods 
coming in and going aut of Manchuria. 
duty free vcross tho Sibcri nu frontior, 
merchandise imported from Tairen being 
thus placed in n disadvantaycous porition 
compared with thet imported in Manchurian 
overland fram Vlad'vostosk. Tn particular 
Japmnese cigarettes inpurted from Tairen 
are being fast supplanted in Manchuria by 
Teiséinn cigarettes coming ucross the 
Siberian frontier, bnt there is probably 
avather reason for. this diminution in 
the purchaso of Japanese cigarettes. 
It is alleged, -howovei, that a serious 
influence is also oxerted on gooda~ex-, 
ported from Manchuria. For instance, 
beans and oil exke shipped at Tairvon or 
Newehwang are subjected to oxport duty 
imposed by the Chmese Customa, but 
the same commodities are sent duty freo to 
Viadivostock, and it has been noticed that 
tho quantity of beans ‘and oil eako rent to 
Vladivostack is gradually increasing, It is 
also feared that the business of the South 
Manchurian Railway will be affected, The 
jeurnals who make these complaints declare 


circumstances, it is alleged, ire 


that the Japanese Government remains 
indifferent, an the matter, morely saying 
that it will not hesitate to make a protest, 
should it be discovered that the allegations 


are correct,

A SAGHALIEN QUESTION. 


Rusaian Concessionaires’ 
Claims, 


Tho ‘‘Jypan Mail" remnrks* Thy 
question which has been, on tho tapis for 
nearly two years with referenca to tho 
rights of Ruasiun subjects ou account of 
fishing concessions granted to then during 
tho war ov immediately subseque. t to it, 
has now heen rattled. Qur rewders doubt- 
loss remember that the Russian clainia 
were Formulated as aright, and that cho 
Japancse resolutely refused to recognise 
their legal character. The Russian can; 


-| cessionaires themselves probably attached 


little importance to the question 
of nomenolstury. What thoy wauted 
was compensation, and it did nob much 
mitter, to theme under what nume they 
réceived tt, Tho Japanese, on their side, 
wore willing to treut the matter ina friend- 
ly spirit, but between the amount which 
the coucossiouaires demanded and the 
anount which tho Jupancso were prepaced 
to givo, there was &n interval tow wide ta 
lu easily bridged. Things draggod on 
thus from month to month, the two great 
difficulties being, first, ono of amount, and 
secéndly, one of the nature of the claims. 
The Russiun authorities not umaturally in- 
sisted cm using the term 'tcompensacior,” 
whereas the Tapanes’ romained obdurate in 
declining to treat on that basis, Meanwhile 


the now Commarcial Treaty was neyotiated ; |. 


fhe Fishory Convention was signed ; tho 
“Extente was concluded, and the yrivanors’ 
expenses wore refunded. Nothing there- 
foro remained hetweon the two Govern- 
ments except this Siighalien difficulty, and 
tho Foreigi Office in Tokyo weoms to hayes 
felt desirous of disposing of this last ques- 
tion as spevdily as possible. It has .thore- 
fore finally been decided, according to the 
Tokyo Press, that u sun of 1,200,000 yen 
shall be paid to the concessionuires in the 
fonn of wv solatiun. This money comes 
out of the prisoners’ maintenance fund 
and was to bo handed over by Viscount 
Komura to tho Ruesian Ambassador in 
London on tho 23rd December.
